EVEN BAD PUBLICITY HELPS. 
Take for exam ple Cleveland 
Amory’s one-sided story about Palm Springs in this m onth’s Harpers. 
Although the most untypical piece that was ever w ritten about the 
Village, it will probably attract some people here out of sheer 
curiosity. One of the magazines’ circulation prom otors wrote the 
Palm Springs C ham ber of Commerce asking th at this story be given 
some publicity in the local new spapers. Although our comment is 
as unfavorable to H arpers as was their story to Palm Springs, it 
may get the magazine a few new readers out of sheer curiosity. 
Even bad publicity helps. 
S tar-struck Mr. Emory was more im pressed by the earthly bodies 
around the Racquet club than the heavenly ones for which Palm 
Springs is much more famous. N inety per cent of the prom inent 
people who visit here are not movie stars but men and women who 
nave been successful in many other pursuits. 
A handful of the 
movie folk have homes here. Even they w ere not attracted here 
by artificial night club life but the natural w arm th of o u r w inter sun. 


THE AUTHOR of “Wind, Sand and Stars” (w hich m ight more ap ­ 
propriately be called “Im proper V illagers”) is a good w riter but a 
poor reporter. He covered only one side of a m any-sided story. It 
is plain, of course, that Mr. Emory didn't take the trouble to look 
around a little and find out things for himself. 
H e took one 
woman’s word for it th at “the clim ate here is sexy,” and let it go 
at that. He guessed there were 2500 people here in the sum m er; 
we saw half th at m any at the baseball gam e the other night! His 
story about guests catching their own fish from the little stream 
that runs through the Tennis Club grounds is indicative of the sort 
of stuff for w hich th e author was looking—or should we say 
listening. 
Mr. Amory, who was a long tim e selling the story he m ust have 
w ritten last w inter, didn’t see any farther up Mt. San Jacinto than 
the Tennis Club; failed to note th at Palm Springs is one of the 
most civic-m inded com m unities one could find anyw here; made no 
inquiries about its num erous cultural activities; indicated th at resi­ 
dents get th eir health back by sitting in m ud baths (is there really 
such a place?)—and observed th at only in Palm Springs could a 
man have the nerve to w rite a check for $15,500 with no money in 
the bank! A good reporter would have looked into that “transac­ 
tion” a little more, also. 


COMEDIAN BOB HOPE'S jokes about P alm Springs prices w ere 
at least funny. 
His bad publicity was sugar coated. 
So Amory 
thought he could am use his readers along the sam e lines. And 
w hat does he do but fall for th at old brom ide about the poor 
Villagers who w ere m illionaires w hen they came here. This old- 
tim er is m odernized w ith the comm ent th at th e Palm Springs Bilt- 
more “proudly offers rates as high as $87.50 per day.” 
Mrs. M elba B ennett was the sm artest V illager interview ed by 
the author. H er comment: “Don’t w rite a w ord about Deep W ell.” 
O thers m ight have better followed suit. 


W RITERS ARE NEVER CHARGED a cent at the local hotels, Mr. 
Amory observes. If he didn’t pay for HIS visit here last w inter, w e 
believe he should be sent a bill for board and room— w ith interest 
and dam ages—after reading his unrealistic y arn about P alm Springs.

Pasteurized Milk 
Measure Tabled by 
County Supervisors 
County supervisors this week 
tabled "indefinitely” an ordi­ 
nance which would have required 
brucellosis testing of all dairy 
cows and strictly regulated the 
sale of pasteurized milk. 
The ordinance had been spon­ 
sored by the county health de­ 
partment to promote wider use of 
pasteurized milk and opposed by 
raw milk enthusiasts 
ACTION WAS TAKEN after 
nearly two hours of spirited de­ 
bate on the relative virtues of 
raw and pasteurized milk as ex­ 
pounded on the one hand by Dr. 
Francis Pottinger Jr., specialist 
in diseases of children and son 
of the famous physician who es­ 
tablished the Pottinger tubercu­ 
losis sanitarium in Monrovia; and 
on the other by Dr. Robert West­ 
phal, the county’s new health of­ 
ficer. 
Proponents of the proposed or­ 
dinance, which dairymen de­ 
clared would virtually force them 
out of business if its provisions 
were to be met, in addition to Dr 
Westphal, included Dr. Mildred 
Van Cleve, pediatrician in the 
office of the county health de­ 
partment; and William Weddle, 
milk inspector for the health de­ 
partment. 
IN RIVERSIDE COUNTY, 17 
dairies sell both raw and pas­ 
teurized milk, it was stated, and 
16 handle only pasteurized. 
Principal argument put forth 
by those supporting use of raw 
milk was its asserted value in 
raw milk in addition to Vitamin 
“C," including Vitamin "B -l” and 
riboflavin partially. 
Dr. Westphal told the audience, 
which virtually filled the super­ 
visor’s chamber, that without an 
ordinance such as the proposed 
brucellosis ordinance “the coun­ 
ty health department won’t be 
responsible for a possible increase 
in cases of scarlet fever and oth­ 
er diseases.”

State's General 
Fund Grows 


$30,000,000 


C alifornia’s general fund took 
in alm ost half a m illion dollars 
during the year ending last June 
30, and after paying current ob­ 
ligations, had 30 m illion dollars 
m ore cash than it had one year 
ago, according to a report m ade 
today by State C ontroller Thomas 
H. Kuchel. 
W hile 
general 
fund 
receipts 
w ere 
thus 
increasing, 
Kuchel 
pointed out, specific revenue re ­ 
ceipts, such as the personal in ­ 
come tax and liquor taxes, were 
sm aller than the previous year. 
The cash excess over current 
obligations at the close of the 
fiscal year was $125,742,746, or 
$30,642,072 above th at reported 
on June 30, 1947. It was a de­ 
crease of $50,252,902 under the 
cash excess reported on last May 
31, but $26,800,000 of this decrease 
was due to a statutory transfer 
of that am ount from the general 
fund to the postw ar em ploym ent 
reserve fund during the month of 
June. 
K uchel’s report showed retail 
sales and use taxes as the leading 
revenue producer w ith a total of 
$275,575,979 for the year, a gain 
of $34,059,634 over the preceding

additional decrease of $75,000,000 
reflected the fact that a statutory 
transfer of that am ount w as made 
to the R evenue Deficiency Re­ 
serve during the preceding fiscal 
year w hile no money w as trans­ 
ferred to that fund during the 
period of the report. 
A pportionm ents for elem entary 
schools, high schools and junior 
colleges increased 72 per cent 
during the y ear to reach a total 
of $171,150,080.

A possibility is Dry Camp, a 
Southern Pacific siding in the 
middle of the desert about eight 
miles northwest of India. 
This proposal is viewed by 
some Coachella Valley interests 
with distaste equal to that for 
Guiberson s project.

"I Rise to Remark" 
By Congressman John Phillips 


W hen I ended last week’s let­ 
ter, I said I would talk m ore 
about this m atter of the Congress 
being •‘com m itted” by some ac­ 
tion from outside, either by th e 
U. S. representative on the UN, 
or by the President, or by the 
head of some departm ent, or even 
by one body of the Congress, be­ 
fore the other body has acted. I 
will use the ECA appropriation 
and discussion for the example, 
this week. 
The 
legislative 
committees, 
again the Foreign A ffairs com m it­ 
tees of both Houses brought out 
bills which were finally combined 
passed and signed by the P resi­ 
dent, authorizing the expenditure 
of not more than $6,098,000,000 
divided among four titles, as fol­ 
lows: For ERP, w hich the people 
spoke of as the ‘ M arshall P la n ,” 
$5,300,000.000, of which however, 
$1,000,000,000 was to come from 
the sale of T reasury notes, and 
not from direct appropriations; 
for the childrens’ aid organiza­ 
tion, $60,000,000; for the G reek- 
Turkish fund, 
$275.000,000 
and 
for China $463,000,000. 
This was the regular procedure. 
It didn’t commit the Congress, nor 
th e 
committee, 
to 
any 
exact 
amounts. It set the top figures, 
over which the Committee on A p­ 
propriations could not go w ithout 
additional authorization. M em ber 
after member, in both House and 
Senate, 
including 
the 
distin­ 
guished 
senior 
Senator 
from 
Michigan, Mr. Vandenberg, got 
up and said they w ouldn’t have 


voted for the authorization bill, 
w ithout much more detailed in­ 
formation, if it were not that this 
bill, like all money bills, would 
have to go to the committees on 
appropriations, w here the figures 
would get careful scrutiny. 
A fter 
the 
authorization 
bill 
was signed, not only were re­ 
ports and analyses available that 
hadn’t been seen before, but the 
State D epartm ent changed its re ­ 
quests, and conditions changed. 
The final bill allowed $4,000,000, 
000 for ECA, w hich had in the 
m eantim e changed its name, plus 
an item of $55,000,000 which came 
through in another appropriation 
bill; 
the childrens’ organization 
got $35,000,000; t he G reek-Turk- 
ish fund had $225,000,000 added, 
and $400,000,000 was included for 
China. However, through the en­ 
tire tim e of consideration by the 
Committee, there was a w ell d i­ 
rected 
propaganda 
campaign, 
joined in by m any innocent citi­ 
zens, to pressure Congress to give 
the “full am ount” which had ap ­ 
peared in the authorization bill, 
on the grounds th at the U nited 
States had “com m itted itself.” 


If this colum n had a them e 
song, it would set to music the 
repeated 
rem inder 
th at 
the 
United States of America is a RE­ 
PUBLIC, the strongest form of 
governm ent 
in the 
world, 
by 
proof, not just by patriotic ex ­ 
pression. If we are to preserve 
the Republic, we m ust understand 
its procedures. 


Federal Education 
Bill Said Menace 
To Local Schools 


"Threat to local control of the 
public schools of Riverside county 
is inherent in th e provisions of 
the federal aid to education bill, 
S. 472, which is one of the issues 
w hich may come before the spe­ 
cial session of congress opening 
on July 26,” A. C. Hardison, of 
Santa Paula, president of C ali­ 
fornia Taxpayers’ association, said 
today. 
Pointing to the generous sup­ 
port of public schools in the 
county, which included $2,988,721 
in property taxes and $3,416,978 
in direct state apportionm ents for 
the year which ended on Ju n e 30, 
1948. and to the equallv generous 
support of public schools through­ 
out California, 
which included 
$202,603,395 
in 
local 
property 
taxes and $172,640,165 in state 
support, Hardison said: 
_ 
“The bill proposing federal aid 
for education is ‘doubly u nfor­ 
tunate’ because 
the individual 
states have not asked for help in 
running their own schools. On the 
contrary, each year the states are 
providing increasing am ounts for 
the support of the schools w ithin 
their borders. 
“Last year, the states paid 40 
per cent of the cost of public edu­ 
cation in the prim ary and secon­ 
dary schools. This is a third m ore 
than the 30 per cent they con­ 
tributed in 1939-40. 
“Last 
year, 
teacher 
salaries 
throughout 
the 
United 
States 


averaged $2,550. In 1939-40 they 
averaged only $1,441, In C ali­ 
fornia. last year, the medium or 
midpoint teacher s a l a r y was 
$3,381. 
“The bill as it now stands calls 
for federal outlay of up to $300,­ 
000,000 in the first year of oper­ 
ation. This money would be given 
to the states according to a com ­ 
plicated and inequitable formula. 
It has been estim ated that an 
expanding program of this natu re 
would, in a few years, call for 
paym ents by the federal govern­ 
m ent—that is. the taxpayers—of 
up to $4 billions annually. The 
bill passed the Senate at tlie last 
session of congress, but did not 
come to a vote in the House.

So many misstatements have appeared in the newspapers and over the 
radio regarding the reported danger to Palm Springs from the operation 
of the proposed cement plant situated near Palm Springs railway station 
and W hitewater, that I am taking this means of placing the facts before 
the people of Palm Springs as a paid advertisem ent in your newspaper. 
The chief objection that has been made to the construction of this plant, 
is the fear th at cement dust from it might injure Palm Springs. There 
are two answers to this: 
1) There will not be dust clouds flying to Palm Springs nor anywhere 
else. The machinery I am going to use is of the most modern design to 
recover dust that would be lost in an old fashioned plant. So many refer­ 
ences have been made to the dust around the Colton cement plant. I 
simply call your attention to the fact that it is a plant of the old design 
it cannot be compared to the plant, the specifications of which I am going 
to use. The modern plant I intend building is now in operation in the 
west and Isome of our larger cities 1 ike that at Seattle, El Paso and Day­ 
ton. The largest similar plant in the world is the Kaiser Cement plant 
near Palo Alto, a short distance from San Jose, it is equipped with mod­ 
ern machinery and the dust recovery system saves and utilizes w hat the 
old fashioned plants waste. 
2) The prevailing westerly winds blowing through the San Gorgonio 
Pass do not blow around the mountain and down to Palm Springs. This is 
not a proven fact. Everyday, long strings of trains are pulling up the 
grade from Indio to Banning, frequently with three engines which throw 
off large volumes of smoke. You never see any of th a t smoke carried to 
Palm Springs. When the wind is blowing from the west you can see the 
smoke follow along the line of Highway 99. If you will examine the 
ground, you will find a wide strip which is swept clean with sand piled 
up by the wind in the wind zone to the east, and it does not go around 
the mountain and down to Palm Springs. 
Another objection that has been raised is that my plant would contami­ 
nate the w ater of the valley. There is no basis for this statem ent. It seems 
th at Palm Springs gets its water supply through pipe lines from the 
mountain stream s rather than from my cement plant. Furtherm ore what 
little if any limestone dust that m ight go into the soil from my plant 
will do no harm. The water in the storage below the valley has been 
flowing through limestone rock forcenturies without being 
harmful. 
Lime rock will do more to purify than injure water. 
I have spent a great deal of time in Palm Springs and have enjoyed 
staying there as much as anyone else. I want the people of Palm Springs 
to be my friends and I am not going to injure them in anyway. In fact 
I believe the building of my modern cement plant about eight miles away 
from Palm Springs with employment of several hundred men at good 
salaries and high wages will be a great benefit to the people and taxpay­ 
ers of Palm Springs as well as those in Banning and other nearby com­ 
munities of Indio and Beaumont. The taxes I will pay will help support 
and stabilize income to neighborhood schools and facilities in the whole 
area that is bound to grow in population. 
I appreciate the goodwill and cooperation that is being shown by Banning 
and other communities near the plant site and hope th a t a better under­ 
standing will bring just as favorable attitude by the people of Palm 
Springs. 
I am particularly anxious for the people of Palm Springs to know that I 
have no objection to a Palm Springs zone of any type the people of Palm 
Springs want, provided that their zone does not reach out to include my 
plant by spot zoning through an unreasonable long shoestring extension. 
I do not want the good people of Palm Springs to be misled by misstate­ 
ments of facts that it is necessary to extend the shoestring zone many 
miles just to block my cement plant and destroy the value of my property. 
In closing I w ant to call attention to the fact that there is an extremely 
large shortage of cement and that my cement plant will only partially fill 
the shortage but th at it will go into the construction of homes for veter­ 
ans and others and will be available for the construction of vital recla­ 
mation projects, sewer systems and highways, all in the public interest. 
However none of us want to think of war, I do w ant the people to under­ 
stand that cement is as essential to National Defense and that we need 
to develop cement on my property at Whitewater in time to be available 
to the country instead of running the risk of having it produced too late 
to be effective for national emergency. 
If you are going to build a home you do not build the roof first and if you 
are going to build a ten million dollar cement plant you must do w hat I 
have been doing for the past two years; you must first find the necessary 
equipment to build a modern plant, then determine the best process to 
use it with. You m ust coredrill to determine that, you m ust have engi­ 
neers test and sample portions to determine its suitability, you m ust 
make a considerable investment in engineering in order to design and 
lay out your plant so that the contractor knows just w hat he has to do 
when he bids on its construction. You must also determ ine the extent of 
foundations required for heavy machinery that has to be used, you m ust 
build a railroad with your own line of trackage to handle the raw and 
finished shipment of materials to produce 6,000 barrels of cement per day. 
I have done all of this and have paid out large sums of my own money in 
doing it without financial acceptance from anyone else. 
I do not want to destroy or harm you in Palm Springs and I am not going 
to do it, but at the same time I do not want you to try to destroy me and 
my investment. If I have no further delays I can construct and put my 
plant in operation within a period of ten months time.
